MARSHALL TELLS 
DETAILS OF MOSCOW

sador later was given a typewrit- 
ten version of the Russian's state- 
ment.

country, except for war goods, 
He also urged resumption of 
free exchange of scientific infor- 
mation between the two countries, 
free movement of citizens, stu- 
dents and newspaper men in both 
nations, and establishment of a 
United Nations agency for the dis- 
tribution of international relief. 
To achieve these ends, he said, 
there must be “an open, fully re- 
ported meeting of representatives 
of both the United States and the 
Soviet Union.” 
Wallace also called for speedy 
peace settlements with Germany 
and Japan and withdrawal of oc- 
cupation troops within a year, 
withdrawal of United States, and 
Russian troops from China and 
Korea and establishment of a gov- 
ernment for all of Korea. 
“The world was heartened .. . 
by the release of notes exchanged 
by Ambassador Bedell Smith and 
Foreign Minister Molotov,” he 
said, but added that “high Ameri- 
can authorities” had poured “cold 
water on these notes.” 
Wallace asserted the exchange 
offered “great hopes to those of 
us who have consistently main- 
tained that peace is possible.” 
“The two letters assume what 
we have long contended—that the 
wartime co-operation between the 
two great powers can be rebuilt 
and strengthened in time of 
peace,” he said. 
The crowd that jammed the

The bill. would re- 
quire registration of Communist 
party members. 

The measure “is posed as an 
anti-Communist bill” but “its ob- 
jective ig to frighten all the Amer 
ican people into conformity or si- 
lence,” he asserted. 


Sworn in as New Presi- 
dent.

ROME, May 12 (AP)—Luigi Ei- 
naudi, 74-year-old banker, was 
sworn in today as first President 


of the Italian Republic to the 


cheers of thousands of Romans. 

Premier Alcide de Gasperi 
turned in his resignation after 
the inaugural ceremony. But Ei- 
naudi immediately commissioned 
him to form a new government. 

De Gasperi, leader of the dom- 
inant Christian Democratic party, 
which supported Einaudi, has 
been. Premier of the provisional 
government since December 1945. 
His party recently won a decisive 
victory over the Communist front. 
De Gasperi told Einaudi he 
would make a “few changes” and 
then ask the Senate and Chamber 
of Deputies for a vote of confi- 
dence. He was expected to win 
that test. 

He Loves the U.S. 

Einaudi,’ who professed his love 
for the United States earlier in an 
interview with American report- 
ers, named Enrico de Nicola, who 
served as provisional president, a 
Senator for life as one of his first 
official acts. 

Einaudi, governor of the bank 
of Italy, Vice Premier in De Gas- 
peri’s cabinet and Budget Minis- 
ter, took the oath of office 
as President before the Senators 


and Deputies who elected him yes- | 


terday. 

The ceremony originally was set 
for this morning, but was delayed 
to give the new President time to 
prepare his inaugural address. 
Today has been declared a nation- 
al holiday. 

Einaudi, a political independent 
and a dark horse in the presiden- 
tial race, is heartily disliked by 
Italy's Communists, who voted 
against him. 

“You can say I love America,” 
he told reporters.” I think Ameri- 
ca holds the answer to Europe's 
recovery and the peace of the 
world. 

“I have learned to admire 
America through my son, Mario.” 

o is a professor of political 
history at Cornell University, 

Another of his three sons is an 
extreme leftist, and spent time in 
jail under the Fascist government 
for his political beliefs. 

Tight Credit Policies. 

Known for his tight credit and 
public pending policies, Einaudi 
was regarded as Italy's treasury 
watchdog. Economists generally 
credit hi. with having saved 
Italy from a period of wild in- 
flation. 

Sharp controversy arose over 
the tight credit and public spend- 
ing policies he instituted as head 
of the Bank of Italy. The Com- 
munists assailed him for holding 
back funds they requested for 
winter relief and public works. 

Industrialists also criticized him, 
saying his credit restrictions 
caused a fall in production and 
employment. However, since he

Joseph D. Keenan, former vice- 
chairman of the War Production 
Board, was chosen as director of 
the league yesterday. Keenan, sec- | 
retary-on-leave of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, has been 
serving as assistant to the execu- 
tive officers of the league, at an 

annual salary of .$10,000. | 
Keenan announced that branches 
of the league have been estab- | 
lished in 43 states, and pointed | 
out that the league’s first big job | 
would be to conduct registration | 
drives, He said surveys in several | 
states indicated that in previous | 
elections, only a small percentage | 
of union members qualified to vote | 
by registering. | 

Appeals for funds have been 
sent out by national and interna- 
tional unions through the league. 
Several speakers stated that even 
under the Taft-Hartley Act it was 
legal for unions to spend union 
funds for the purpose of inducing 
members to register. 

Former St. Louisan Named. 

The administrative committee 
directed creation of a Committee 
on Political Direction, headed by 
George Harrison, formerly of St. 
Louis, president of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Clerks, for the 
purpose of deciding on whether to 
support or oppose individual con- 
gressional candidates. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor and

LUDWIGSBURG, Germany, 
May 12 (AP)—George Dasch and 
Ernest Burger complain that they 
should have been acclaimed as 
anti-Nazi heroes instead of con- 
victed as Nazi spies and saboteurs. 

Freed recently from United 
States prisons and returned to 
Germany, they were permitted to 
tell publicly at a news conference 
their story of the war’s biggest 
spy case, Six others who landed 
with them on the United States 
coast from a German submarine 
in 1942 were electrocuted in the 
United States after a secret trial. 

Dasch escaped with a 30-year 
prison sentence and Burger's} 
original death sentence was cut 
to like imprisonment. Then both 
were granted clemency by Fresi- 
dent Truman because of informa- 
tion they gave the United States. 

Says He Deserves Thanks. 

But Dasch claims he “deserves 
America’s thanks” instead of be- 
ing exiled to war-ruined Germany. 
He said he voluntarily revealed 
the Nazis’ sabotage plot to the 
FBI and thus saved the United 
States from “certain death 
destruction.” 

Burger claimed he joined Dasch 
in breaking up the plot. 

Dasch charged that his part in 
trapping the saboteurs was cor 
cealed by the FBI because it 
wanted to claim credit for break- |

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An Answer to Some Nonsense 


Everything which the directors of the Tastern 
art museums say in defense of the schedule they 
drew up for the tour of the German-owned 
masterpieces is very easily answered. 

Francis Henry Taylor, director of New York's 
Metropolitan Museum, says it is only logical for 
the ‘committee to send the exhibition to the 
largest centers of population first. | 

No one is complaining about that. Since the 
tour started in Washington, it 1s only sensible 
that it should show in New York and Philadel- 
phia before it starts across the country. But 
after it gets as far out as Chicago, why send it 
1000 miles east to Boston and 1000 miles back 
into the Middle West before it proceeds on the 
tour? That makes extra handling and extra risk 
to art treasures which are irreplaceable. 

George H. Egdell, director of the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, and chairman of the commit- 
tee which worked out the tour, says he does not 
think it would be possible to revise the schedule. 
That, of course, is so much nonsense. The 
schedule can be revised at any time. 


The salient facts remain: The 180 paintings - 


in the exhibition have already been shown to 
nearly a million people in the East. The fact 
that they are on tour at all is due largely to the 


efforts of Perry T. Rathbone, director of the St. 


Louis City Art Museum, Congressman Bakewoll 
of St. Louls and Senator Fulbright of Arkansas. 
The St. Louis museum is the only museum with 
adequate exhibition facilities which can. serve 
the vast expanse of the Southwest. Attendance 
records show that summer is the best time for 
exhibition in St. Louis, not the dead of winter. 
Since Boston prefers some other time than 
August, it should be a simple matter to give St. 


Louis a summer date and give Boston a winter 


period after the pictures have returned east 
from their Pacific Coast exhibition. This is not 
a matter of city or regional pride. It is simply 
a matter of the most effective arrangement of 
the exhibition dates. And that is important 
enough to have the attention not only of Sena- 
tors and Congressmen from this area, but Chief

Italy Elects a President 

Judging by the balloting which led to the elec- 
tion of the first President of the Italian Repub- 
lic, maneuvers in the Parliament at Rome bear 
some similarity to those in a convention to nom- 
inate a presidential candidate in this country. 

The choice, Luigi Einaudi, a foe of Commu- 
nism, who has been Vice-Premier, was not even 
in the running on the first two ballots. Enrico 
de Nicola, favored by the Popular Front, led on 
the first poll largely because of Communist back- 
ing. This was not because De Nicola has Com- 
munist sympathies, for he has none, but ap- 
parently because the Communists felt that be- 
hind his adherence to form and legalisms, they 
could work their intrigues. Count Carlo Sforza, 
former exile, took the lead on the second ballot. 
But the Foreign Minister's margin of support 
was more of a compliment than an indorsement 
and so he withdrew. 

The new President brings to his post a thor- 
ough experience in budget matters and in fi- 
nance as Governor of the Bank of Italy. This 
should enable him to make the presidential of- 
fice more than the figurehead post which it so 
often is in European parliamentary governments. 
The American people, who are contributing to 
the economic revival of Italy under ERP, will 
wish President-elect Einaudi the support at home 


upon which his success ultimately depends. 
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One “A” and One Flunk 


By doing nothing about the admission of 
Negro students, the board of curators of the 
University of Missouri falls further behind all 
the time. . 

Just now it has permitted the State Univer- 
sity’s Graduate School to be passéd by the Wash- 
ington University Graduate School of Fine Arts 
and Sciences, which has now opened its doors 
to Negroes. This means that a private univer- 
sity’s gradtiate school is showing more concern 
for equal educational opportunity than a public 
university, supported by taxes which all the peo- 
ple pay, regardless of color. 

The statement of Dean Carl Tolman of the 
Washington University Graduate School is the 


very sort of recommendation which should be 


coming from President Middlebush and the 
deans at Columbia. Noting that the Washington 
University Graduate School admits Chinese and 
Indian (Asiatic) students, he said: 
It seemed to me completely out of place 
to bar students of one particular color and 

1 felt that the graduate. school especially 

ought to be above such considerations. 

Since Washington University’s School of Medi- 
cine and its George Warren Brown School of 
Social Work have both opened their doors to 
Negroes who qualify, a policy of non-segregation 
is on the way to general application. 

When are the administrafors and deans and 
the Missouri curators going to say what they 
think is fair and right so the Legislature will 
know the attitude at Columbia? Are they going 
to wait until a policy of wasteful, separate 
graduate and professional schools is established? 
Or are they going to do something which will 
provide guidance for Gov. Donnelly as he con- 
templates the item of $400,000 for a state- 
supported Negro law school in St. Louis?

sity get an “A” for their performance and the 
Missouri curators, two of whom are St. Louisans, 
get a flunk for non-performance. 
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A Score for President Truman 


President Truman deserves credit for the way 
in which he handled the railroad crisis. The 
threatened stoppage of rail transportation men- 
aced the internal security and well-being of the 
nation. Yet the Chief Executive remained calm. 
As the prospect of a complete tie-up grew, with 
untold losses to producers, shippers and consum- 
ers, Mr. Truman used the good offices of the 
White House to bring the railroad operators and 
brotherhoods together. Then he kept them in 
session for several days nothwithstanding the 
absence of the necessary spirit of give and take. 

When it was clear that an agreement would 
not be reached and that the trains would stop 
on the date scheduled if the Government did not 
act, the President was ae sure as he had been 
calm. Some 18 hours before the deadline, he 
took over the railroads. The result was that not 
a locomotive stopped when the strike hour came. 
Commerce and passengers will move as the dif- 
ferences between employers and employes are 
worked out.

Empire Plus Grace 


This is not the place to follow in detail 
the somewhat wandering path by which 
Mr. Toynbee comes in his large work to 
his often question-begging conclusions, But 
this new book obviously is in the same 
terms of the larger work. There are the 
same theological assumptions—or conclu- 
sions—as in the big work. 

The net conclusion here is that our own 
civilization, “Western Christian civiliza- 
tion,” that is, is moving at a slow pace 
and at long last to somethi like the 
world order to which, as I understand it, 
the Roman Empire, had it been touched 
with Christian grace, would have. arrived. 


Mr. Toynbee in this new book expresses 
more hope for our“ civilization than is

Mash all and strain 
through fine muslin, and finish by 
adding two cups of milk and two 
cups of medium cream.

——— lumpy and rubbery. 
Most of these dishes have been 
assailed with too much gelatin 
and have been in the refrigerator 
too long. Cold soups were never 
meant to be so heavy that they 
had to be attacked in force. 

The variety of cold soups, 30 
satisfying on a hot summer day, 
is endless. One of the most un- 
usual and best is made of cucum- 
bers. 

Like this: 

Four cucumbers, two ounces of 
butter, two tablespoonfuls of white 
cornmeal, one-half cup of chopped

chervil, one-half pint cream, salt 
and pepper. 

Peel the cucumbers and cut 
them into six pieces. Drop the 
cucumber pieces into a quart of 
salted boiling water and boil them 
until soft enough to press through 
a sieve. Drain. Add the butter 
to the cucumber puree, put over 
the fire and stir until it has 
started to simmer, Add the white 
cornmeal that has been moistened 
with a little cold milk. Mix well 
and allow to simmer for about 15 
minutes, stirring frequently

that it does not burn. Then add 
the chervil, remove from fire and 
season to taste, then pour in the 
cream. If a little too thick, add 
more cream. Put in refrigerator 
to chill. 

A masterpiece in the department 
of jellied soups was created years 
ago in France where they have 
used mushrooms for every pur- 
pose for hundreds of years. 

It goes like this: 

Wash, peel and chop one pound 
fresh mushrooms. Grind them 


to save the juice. Place ground 
mushrooms and juice in a soup 
kettle, cover them with one and 
one-half quarts chicken bouillon, 
and add one tablespoon onion 
juice. Put in one bay leaf, six 
aprigs fresh parsley, one sprig 
fennel and one sprig thyme, all 
tied together with kitchen thread. 
Simmer for 25 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. In one-fourth cup 
cold chicken bouillon, soak two 
tablespoons of gelatin for five 
minutes. Stir into the broth and 
season it to taste with salt and 
pepper. Raise the fire and boil 
the broth up once. Remove it 
from the fire and strain it through 
cheesecloth into a sauce Re- 
heat the broth to the boiling point, 
remove from the fire and stir into 
it three egg yolks beaten with 
three tablespoons of sherry. Pour 
the mixture into six chilled bouil- 
lon cups and when it is cool, set 
the cups in the refrigerator to 
jell, stirring it occasionally. When 
ready to serve, beat the jellied 
bouillon with a fork, and dust with 
paprika, 
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Another excellent and unusual 
warm weather soup: 

Scald 1% quarts rich milk in 
the top of a double boiler with 
one large bay leaf, six thin slices 
medium-sized onion, one thin alice 
garlic, two whole cloves, and six 
aprigs fresh parsley. Season to 
taste with salt, pepper and a dash 
nutmeg. Stir in two envelopes 
plain gelatin, dissolved in one- 
fourth cup cold milk, together 
with one tablespoon curry pow- 
der. Stir the mixture until the 
gelatin and curry are well blended, 
and strain through a fine muslin 
cloth into a clean saucepan. Beat 
in four egg yolks, added one at a 
time, beating well after each addi- 
tion. Return to the fire and bring 
the mixture near the boiling point, 
stirring constantly, Remove from 
the direct flame, taste for season- 
ing, and cool until just slightly 
jellied, Then beat with a rotary 
beater. Fill six chilled bouillon 
cups and sprinkle over each one 
tablespoon freshly grated coconut 
and a film of paprika, Chill for 
at least two hours before serving.

Waiting for the Next Discard. 


After a few plays we hold the 
hand shown in the illustration. 

The discard pile consists of the 
eights of clubs and diamonds and 
several kings, queens, jacks and 
tens. However the king-queen and 
jack of hearts are conspicuously 
absent, 

Our opponent throws the queen 
of hearts and we are reasonably 
certain that he has just split the 
queen-jack combination. We draw 
the fourth ace and are now faced 
with a tough discard problem. 

We want to hold the ten of 
hearts and wait for that expected 
discard of the jack on our ad- 
versary’s next play. But what are 
we going to discard meanwhile? 
The six of diamonds is wide open 
in all directions—surely, we can 
not afford to throw it, The nine 
of spades is very dangerous and 
we don't want to throw it either. 
If we throw one of the four aces 
we give up our gin play. Further- 
more, he may pick it up and 
knock, 

In this case your decision 
should be based on your knowl- 
edge of your opponent. You know 
that the king-queen and jack of 
hearts were missing. Does he 
know that you may hold the 10-9 
or the 10-89-87 If so, is he going to 
hang on to that jack until such 
time as you throw the ten? In 
this case your correct discard is 
the ten of hearts. 

If he is the sort of player who 
pays little or no attention to de- 
fense you can expect that the jack 
of hearts will appear next. Then 
you must hold for it and your best 
discard is the nine of spades. If 
he takes it and gins it is just too 
bad but you can comfort yourself 
by remembering that so far gin is 
not an exact science.

T is a well established scientific 

fact that the minute you or I 

decide to build a flagstone walk, 
all the nice flat rocks for hun- 
dreds of miles around go into hid- 
ing and stay there until the dan- 
ger has passed, This is probably 
one reason why a lot of people 
‘build their walks with concrete 
flagstones. 

An easy way to make the blocks 
is to build a large rectangular 
form out of two-by-four’s set on 
edge so that the blocks will be 
around four inches thick. Take 
additional two-by-four’s and use 
them to divide the large form into 
four or five blocks of slightly dif- 
ferent sizes and shapes. This gives 
variety to the. walk which is a 
good thing. When it comes to 
nailing, don't nail the form too 
solidly as you'll want to be able to

As organizational secretary on 
the national staff of the League 
of Women Voters, Miss Sweeney, 
who is in St. Louis for the 
League’s state convention, is a 
sort of traveling saleswoman in 
the cause of feminine participa- 
tion in government. Traveling 
from town to town, she sells civic 
leaders on the idea of organizing 
groups, sells women on the idea 
that it’s as much fun to discuss 
their world neighbors over the 


,, conference table as to discuss 


next-door neighbors over the 
bridge table. Her sales record, 
and that of her sister organizers, 
is apparently a good one since the 
League has doubled its member- 
ship in the past four years and 
shows a steady rise. 

“I’ve been asked if it's difficult 
working with women,” Miss 
Sweeney said, as she visited in 
one of the State League offices 
at 4740A McPherson avenue. “It 
is true that I’ve worked almost 
exclusively with women in the 
Army and the League but I never 
think of them as women but as 
people. There aren’t enough wom- 
en interested in politics and gov- 
ernment but there aren’t enough 
men interested either. What we're 
trying to do is expand our or- 
ganization but it's really only a 
means to an end, The end is get- 
ting more citizens—men as well 
as women—to know and care and 
act about important government 
affairs, 

“A recent Denver University Re- 
search of Public Opinion poll,“ 
she continued, “showed that only 
one in three qualified voters votes 


good government. 


in national elections, only one in 
10 in local elections. When we're 
living in a democracy that’s sup- 
posed to be run by majority rule, 
that’s not good. 

“Too many of us think of gov- 
ernment only when we pay our in- 
come taxes, I try to show people 
that government touches them 
every minute of their day from 
early morning when they turn on 
the water to late at night when 
they turn off the last electric 
light. From the time you back 
out of your driveway onto a city 
street, as you drive past the pub- 
lic library, park your car or obey 
a traffic signal, utilize the police 
or fire department services, buy 
pure milk, canned fruits and 
vegetables, send your children to 
school, government affects you. 
But we take it for granted until 
something goes wrong. Then 
there’s the age-old cry of why 
doesn’t somebody do something 
about it. I try to convince people 
that the somebody is you. If we 
leave it to George, it'll be done the 
way George wants it and not nec- 
essarily the way we want it.” 

Most of Miss Sweeney’s work is 
in the Middle West and some- 
times in towns that have never 
heard of the League of Women 
Voters. She talks to local news- 
paper editors, Chamber of Com- 
merce people, other civic leaders, 
and explains the work of the 
league to them. 

“I always go on the theory that 
if people know why certain things 
need to be done they'll do them,” 
she says. “And once they realize 
what the League accomplishes, I

Answer: The dictionaries show 
it as: bah-ree-LEEF. But you'll 
have most Americans on your side 
if you pronounce bas to rhyme 
with mass, pass, with the flat “a” 
as in passenger. See Kenyon ‘and 
Knott’s Pronouncing Dictionary. 

Milwaukee: I say that “demi- 
tasse cups” is redundant. My 
friends say I am wrong. What do 
you say?—Mrs. W. P. R. 


Answer: Demitasse from the 
French demi-tasse, means literally 
“half cup,” for tasse is the French 
word for cup. In American usage, 
demitasse means “a small cup for 
serving black coffee after dinner; 
the coffee contained in such a 
cup.” Also, in American usage, 
the small cups are pluralized 
thus: demitasses, and the Ameri- 
can pronunciation is: DEM’ee- 
TASS-ez. (This is not the French 
pronunciation.

Hu you ever had an urge to 


turn experimental cook for an 
hour or so right in your own 
kitchen? If so, you will want to 
know just how we went about 
developing the following beverage 
recipes. The secret is to start with 

a basic proportion of ingredients 
that you know is tried and true. 
For example a tablespoon of cocoa 
blended with a tablespoon of 
sugar, and a pinch of salt cooked 


together with from one-third to 


one-half cup water until it is 


smooth and slightly thickened 


and then stirred into a cup of rich 
milk or half a cup of evaporated 
milk and a half cup of water 
makes a cocoa of the strength, and 
color that pleases people of aver- 
age palate responses. 

Since peppermint stick candy is 
pure sugar with peppermint fla- 
voring, we knew the best way to 
start was to reduce the candy to 
a powder so we could compare 
it favorably with sugar in sweet- 
ness, Instead of starting with 
four tablespoons of it to replace 
four of sugar, we started with but 
three tablespoons, Then when the 
cocoa was hot enough to drink, 
we began tasting and found it 
not sweet enough. We added candy 
by teaspoonfuls until we had a 
flavor which we thought was just 
right, But before we wanted to 
serve it, we called in another 
member of the family to taste 
and give her approval. It turned 
out that we decided on four table- 
spoons of the candy to replace 
four tablespoons of sugar. 
Peppermint Stick Candy Cocoa. 
One-third cup cocpa, one-third 


cup crushed peppermint stick 


candy, 1-1/3 cups hot water, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, 2 cups evap- 
orated milk diluted with 2 cups 
hot water. 


Blend the cocoa, candy, salt and 
water in the top of a double boiler. 
Add the hot water and cook over 
direct heat with occasional stir-

Macaroni Mushroom Salad 

Four ounces elbow macaroni, 
two cups diced cooked meat, one 
three-ounce can sliced broiled 
mushrooms, one-fourth cup well- 
seasoned French dressing, one- 


third cup mayonnaise, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard, one half tea- 
spoon salt, two cups celery, sliced 
diagonally. 

Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water until barely tender. Drain, 
rinse under cold water and drain 
again. Combine meat, drained 
mushrooms and macaroni in sauce- 
pan. Add French dresing and mix 
thoroughly. Cover and chill for 
several hours, turning ingredients 
occasionally. Drain off any ex- 
cess French dressing. Combine and 
add mayonnaise, lemon juice, mus- 
tard and salt. Just before 3 
add crisp celery and toss 
lightly together. Serve in lettuce 
cups, or surrounded by water 
cress. Makes four to six servings.
